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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the segment of 
different geometry (claim 4), one band having one end with aligned turns and the other 
end with non-aligned turns (claims 5-7), and thinner struts (claim 20) must be shown 
or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

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Claim Objections 

2. Claim 9 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 3 recites the 
term "peaks." This word should be changed to "turns." Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent 
or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application 
filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the 
English language. 

3. Claims 1-3,10,14,15, and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by USPAP Pub. No. 2004/0215319 (Berra et al.) 

Berra discloses a stent that has a plurality of circumferential serpentine bands, 
where the strut length gradually increases and decreases around the circumference of 
each band (see Figures 2 A and 4). The struts of maximum length are aligned along 
the length of the stent (see paragraphs 41-47). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
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matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 4-9,11-13,16, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Berra et al. in view of US Patent No. 6,846,323 to Yip et al. 

Berra fails to join adjacent bands with connecting elements. Berra also fails to 
explicitly show whether adjacent bands have aligned or non-aligned turns. Yip 
discloses another stent with a plurality of serpentine bands, where the strut length 
varies along the circumference of each band (Figures 21,37-40). Yip teaches that it is 
well known in the art to connect adjacent bands with connecting elements. Yip 
illustrates various embodiments of the stent where adjacent bands have either aligned 
or non-aligned peaks, or turns. There are also many different types of connecting 
elements disclosed, some having a linear shape and some having curves, and the 
length of the connecting element can be varied. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to join adjacent bands of 
the Berra stent with connecting elements, as taught by Yip, in order to maintain 
alignment of the bands. 

Berra also fails to vary the maximum strut length between adjacent bands. It 
would have been an obvious matter of design choice to vary the maximum strut 
length, since such a modification would have involved a mere change in the size of a 
component. A change in size is generally recognized as being within the level of 
ordinary skill in the art. 
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Conclusion 



5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US Patent No. 5,907,893 to Zadno-Azizi et al. discloses a 
circumferential band with increasing/ decreasing strut length in Figure 3B.
